THE CLIQUE SPIRIT 

A letter appearing in the correspondence columns of yester- 
day's "Daily" makes rather cynical reference to the recent organi 
ration and rc-organization of sectional clubs. While the writer 
evidences all the rabidness of the cynic, it cannot be denied that 
there is something in his cynicism. 

We are the last persons to discourage activity of any kind, 
providing of course it is of a legitimate nature. In fact our attitude 
has ever been that there is, after everything has been taken into 
consideration, a deplorable lack of activity. However, though we 
have absolutely no objection to sectional organization along socia 
lines, we arc ready to recognize and do recognize the possibility of 
a development of the clique spirit. We are all students of one 
university and as such arc members of one fraternity. When we 
reach the state in which sectionalism evidences itself in elections 
and when the clique spirit dominates the fraternal, then indeed we 
must consider at just what point the line is to be drawn. 

In the meantime we arc not disposed to regard clubs or even 
fraternities as incompatible with general fellowship. Unless we 
'allow ourselves to become narrow and self-centred there is no 
reason why we should not have our smaller circles within the larger 
one.

Plane are now under way to have 
McGill send a repreaentatlon of about 
twenty students to the eighth Inter- 
national Convention of the Student 
Volunteer Movement, which will he 
held at Des Molnea, Iowa, from Wed- 
nesday afternoon, December 11, 1*19, 
and closing on the evening of January 
4th. nm. 

Theae conventions are held- evaty 
four years, end the Increase of dele- 
gates present at each succeeding con- 
vention Indicates their popularity. The 
first convention met In Cleveland. O , 
In 1591. with (SO delegates present. 
The last in Hit, In Kansas City. Mo., 
with a registration or 8.0*1. It Is ex- 
pected that fully 8,000 students w,U 
attend this year's convention, repre- 
senting almost every university In all 
parte or the United States and Canada. 

The purpose or this convention is to 
bring together at Des Moines represen- 
tative delegations or students and pro- 
feasora from all importent Institutions 
of higher learning or Canada and the 
United States, and leadera pf Christian 
enterprise throughout tha world; to 
consider together the serioua situations 
in all countries to-day. and the prob- 
lems for evangelising; the non-Chriatlan 
peoplos; to gain Inspiration and a 
vision of the world-wide missionary 
responsibilities of the Church: to unite 
.n prayer and work for a great ad- 
vance In the direction of extending the 
Kingdom of Christ among all nations. 

Some of the ablest speakers of 
Christendom will address the conven- 
tion at the five evening sessions. They 
w*ll speak with first-hand knowledge 
of the conditions and movements da 
scribed. The addresses will vividly 
picture and forcefully emphasised the 
moral, social and religious needs of tho 
world to-day. 

A part of each day will be devoted to 
a helpful consideration of questions 
concerning tha student volunteer, the 
promotion and fostering of Missionary 
Interests among all students, the re- 
sponsibility resting upon the Church at 
home, and the challenge to students 
presenter by tha great forward move 
ments within tha churches. 

One afternoon wHl be devoted to 
simultaneous conferences cm the great 
fields, I.e., China, India, Japan, Africa, 
Turkey, etc. On another afternoon 
there will be conferences for considera- 
tion of varions types of missionary 
sctivlty. I.e., medical, educational. In 
duatrlal, literary, etc. Another after 
noon will be devoted to conferences by 
boards and societies, thus affording tha 
delegates an opportunity to meet the 
foreign missionary leadera of their own 
communions. Each of these after- 
noon conferences wilt have Its own 
chairman and special programme. 

Some of the most helpful and In- 
teresting limes In the whole conven 
Hon nre the spontaneous and person 
ally arranged meetings, which separate 
college delegations or groups of delega- 
tions have at free times during the day. 
A unique chance exists to meet m>n 
and women from every section and 
type of school, not only the United 
States and Canada, but from Europe, 
Anla and Latin America, to compate 
notes with them, and to form friend- 
ships that will last 

Not less than five hundred foreign 
students and leaders are expected In 
Des Molnos. They will bring a great 
fund of first-hand up-to-date Infor- 
mation not only on atudent life but on 
social, political, industrial and religious 
movements of significance. 

The basis of representation to this 
convention Is: Two student delegates 
from each Institution and one auVll. 
tlonal student for each 100 atudents or 
fraction thereof above the first 200 
students registered In the Institution 
t On this basts. McGill should have 
a representation of 2S. She Intends to 
send at least Î0 If the committee carry- 
out successfully the plans which It has 
now under way.

Macdonald was cho- 
sen for this work, because of it* cen- 
tral location and complete equipment 
for Instructional work In agriculture. 

At flr*l the scope of tho work was 
small and the attendance few In num- 
bers, but It has grown gradually un- 
til to-day yo ex-soldlers are enrolled 
In this work. 

The present staff Is composed of 
Macdonald graduates, all of whom 
have seen army service. The super- 
visor Is C. E. Boulden. I) Ha., who la 
also Instructor In Animal Husbandry 
and Farm Management. The Oth«r 
Instructors are: R. J. M Retd. Horti- 
culture; J. C. Moynan. Poultry and 
Cereals: T. H B.lggar, Visiting Offi- 
cer. Members of th* regular college 
staff also assist In the work. 

As in other branches of vocational 
work for soldiers the courses are in- 
tended for disabled men and minors. 
The courses given are: 1— An extend- 
ed course* covering moat of work of 
the first college year- 2— Special 
courses of three months for men doing 
the practical work on their own farms. 
Tho equipment for this work includes 
small stables equipped similarly to a 
small farm, poultry bouses, etc, also 
garden and field lapouts together wltu 
all the general farm implements- 
Tho work Includes the general farm 
practices with special attention in 
live stock, poultry, horticulture, agri- 
culture and cereals. Class room loc- 
turos are given In all the work' sup- 
plemented by practical work carried 
on in the various departments so that 
the men are able to get the most out 
or training In a comparatively short 
time.

Dr. Fryer Proved a Witty 
and a Popular Judge. 

r 

Tue Literary and Delisting Society 
received a very good "send off on lu 
season's programme at the Art* 
Freshman - Sophomore Rebate Itwt 
evening. A comparaUvely large and 
an interfiled audience was on hand to 
hear Uio two teams debate the sub- 
ject of municipal ownership i f piibl'? 
utilftleiv i nd the debaters rearly prov- 
ed highly Interesting. 

The first speaker of the owning 
mux A. l»on, of second >w. m leader 
ot the affirmative. Ho maintained 
Iho . i-r.i lie utilities should bo owned 
t> Municipal governments, because 
the commodities of life which public 
service corporations supply are so 
vitally necessary to tho public good. 
That private ownership Is objection- 
able because Its first object Is gala, 
and because under it, no complaint or 
public opinion can avail anything. 

Fenaon then took the floor as first 
speajfer for the negative. He as- 
sorted at the outset that It was prac- 
tically Important to get capable men 
to work In municipal offices, becausu 
of several disadvantages, such as the 
lndefini/joness of tho future and tho 
interference of Incompetent counclU. 
lie also pointed out the futility o( 
municipal ownership wbon Intorurban 
traffic was necessary in tho cose of 
tramways utilities- 
Cousins, the second speaker Tor ite- 
cond year, ably supported his collea- 
gue's arguments, and advanced seve- 
ral new points, the. chief of which 
were .rial municipal ownership would 
moan a reduction In salaries and pro- 
fits, and S consequent lowering ut 
public expenses and taxation. 

Tho last speaker, Walter, then too* 
the floor. His address was perhaps 
the most carerully constructed anil 
most logical of tho evening. Ho 
claimed the impossibility of attempt- 
ing publicity and probo In municipal 
affairs, and that the tendency to pub- 
lic ownership brought with it social- 
Ism and the decay of individual tnlli- 
aUve and Incentive. 

Avlson's robuttal was then deliver- 
ed- 'It waa very much to the point, 
and waa perhaps the biggest factor 
In Influencing the Judgment in the 
favor of the affirmative. 

Dr. Fryer, the Judge of the evening, 
proved very popular, and bis address 
was received with high approval. Ho 
gave aome friendly advice to each de- 
bater, allowing them their weak and 
strong points, then delivered Judgment 
In favor ot tho second year. 

The meeting then closed after some 
discussion had taken place aud re- 
freshments bad been served. 

Tho executive of the "Lit" feci 
highly encouraged by the obvious en- 
thusiasm of last night's meeting, and 
by the many assurances of support 
received after its close. They now 
feel assured that the extensive pro- 
gramme which they have planned will 
be highly successful, and the "Lit" 
will again tako'the placo among iho 
University activities of being second 
to none In importance and promin- 
ence, that It held before the war.
